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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


Members of the School Board and Citizens of the Town of 
Groton: 


I submit, herewith, my annual report of the conditions 
existing in the schools of the Town of Groton. 


Teachers 


There are six new teachers on the teaching staff this 
year. The addition of another elementary teacher has re- 
lieved the crowded conditions and has given the teachers 
an opportunity to do better work with the children. A full- 
time Agricultural teacher has been employed. A Home 
Economics teacher has been added to the Staff. 

The elementary teacher situation in the state has not 
improved very much. There are still many teachers on 
emergency certificates. Over fifty per cent of the rural 
schools in the state are taught by teachers on emergency 
certificates. 

The scarcity of teachers is one factor in promoting 
the movement for consolidation of schools which seems to 
be gaining ground. 

Some young people do not plan to enter teaching be- 
cause of the citicism to which they will be subjected. This 
influences some prospective teachers as much as low salar- 
ies. 

We are fortunate to have so many good teachers. Com- 
petition for good teachers is keen. People in the commun- 
ity can do a great deal by expressing their appreciation to 
teachers and by expressing a desire to have them return. 


State Aid 


Regular state aid is $7,738.98 compared with $7,833.04 
last year. One-half of this is not received until April so 
that it does not show in the Town Report. There is addi- 
tional state aid for both Home Economics and Agriculture. 

A new plan of state aid will be submitted to the Legis- 
lature this year. Under the new plan, according to the 
sponsors, a town will not be penalized by having part of 
its state aid taken away if it wishes to consolidate its 
schools. 
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Repairs and Improvements 


Additional chairs, two new gas stoves and some small 
equipment have been secured for the Home Economics De- 
partment 
Three movable desks have been bought for the Primary 
Room. ine 

The Second Primary Room has been painted. 

A new typewriter has been bought for the High School. 

Through the efforts of the community a baseball field 
and a very fine basketball hall have been provided for the 
use of the school. 

The grade school had to take over one of the high 
school rooms. The room that was used as an offce has been 
turned into a classroom. This room is rather crowded as 
a classroom. 

The Agriculture Department has been moved up to 
the community building. 


High School 


The High School is offering Agriculture, Home Eco- 
nomics and Commercial courses this year. About all the 
vocational work that a small school can offer is being offer- 
ed. Practically all girls and boys in high school are taking 
either. Agriculture or Home Economics. The seventh and 
eighth grade girls are also taking Home Economics. 

Two boys were sent to the national meeting of the Fut- 
ure Farmers’ Association at Kansas City. 

Mr. Parker and the boys have done a great deal of work 
in getting the Shop set up in the community building. 

The athletic teams under Prin. Rising and Mr. Pratt 
have been successful. The teams have been well supported. 
Outside teams are more interested in coming here. Both 
the baseball field and the new hall are much appreciated. 

It is hoped that a good Physical Education program 
can be set up for the whole school. Also, when the interior. 
of the hall is completed, the school will be able to put on 
some plays. 

Parents, on the whole, are cooperating very well about 
keeping the children in school. The attendance is being 
checked rather closely. This -is necessary in order that the 
pupils may get the most out of school and in order that 
there may be no financial loss to the town. 
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The Veterans’ Course is still being carried on in co- 
operation with the Agricultural Department of the High 
School. The financial assistance has been a help in build- 
ing and equipping the new Shop.

There have been twenty high school and eight elementary 
tuition pupils enrolled during the Fall term.

The P. T. A. is sponsoring the Hot Lunch program this 
year. An interest is also being taken in a good Physical 
Education program for the school. 

Several good educational programs have been provid- 
ed. 


Health 


The vision of the pupils has been tested and some par- 
ents have secured glasses for their children. Private funds 
are available for those who cannot afford to provide them. 

Pupils who have hearing defects will be given an ex- 
amination at a clinic to be conducted by two specialists. 
While this clinic will be diagnostic only it is hoped that 
parents will follow the advice given. This clinic is being 
sponsored by the Kiwanis Club of Wells River. 

There is great need for a nurse to work in the schools. 
It is hoped that arrangements can be made to’ secure the 
services of a local registered nurse. 
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School Directors 


The position of School Director is no bed of roses. The 
clerical work has increased a great deal. Directors spend 
considerable time doing school work for which they do not 
charge the Town. They receive criticism which is not al- 
ways constructive. Directors deserve a great amount of 
credit for their part in making a good school system. 


Janitors 


The importance of the position of janitor is being re- 
cognized in some places. The janitor must know how to 
run a heating plant efficiently. He must keep the building 
clean and make minor repairs. He must be able to get 
along with teachers and pupils and be a person of good 
character. In order to secure and retain people of this 
type they will have to be paid more. 


Recommendations 


1. Teachers’ salaries should be maintained at a high 
enough level to retain and secure good teachers. 


2. Any new state aid plan for schools should be care- 
fully studied. 


38. A nurse should be provided as soon as possible. 
4. The Home Economics Course should be continued. 


5. The additional elementary teacher should be contin- 
ued. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank parents, teachers and 
directors’ for their cooperation with me and for the help 
. that they have given the schools.
